Early Fishing Season 


The fishing season in Alberta will 
open sixteeu days earlier than has 
beenthe case. Hitherto July has 

een the opeving day, but the follow. 
ingdispatch from (ntawa, makes June 
{4 the opening day and closes the 
season October 16, or tifteen days 
earlier thau in the pust; 

“The special fishery regulations of 
\lberta aud Saskatchewan have been 
amended so as to provide that ia 
waters iu that portion ot Alberta 
northward from the international 
‘boundary lineto and incloding ihe 
Bow viv d its 


June 14,” 
Mhis-action has been taken by the 
inion government at the request 
of Alberta anglers, who have pointed 
oul that the spaw'ng season of the 
gra\ling is tie fall, and also that 
both bulltrout and, cutthroat trout 
spawn at varving times, but prirci- 
pally before the middle of June. The 
bulltrout is as Jikely, however, to 
spawn late in October as at any other 
time, In fact, there is no keeping 
exact track of the spawuing periods 
of the Alberta fish. ‘The only sure 
method of preserving the game fixb 
isthe closing of streams now and 
again. Reeently the fishermen of 
Allberta sent a largely signed peti- 
tion to Ottawa, praying that the sea- 
son open and elose at earlicr dates, 
and the authorities have considered 
their application favorably. 


Appalling Losses 
Of The Germans 


Germany lost 200,000 men 
killed, wounded and captured 
in the period from April 16 to 
May 1, on the Frénch front 
alone. In two week since May 
1, it is estimated, her additional 
losses have been proportionate- 
ly greater even than this stag- 
gering mortality. Figures on 
which this estimate is based 
are those of headquarters, 
They are conservative, The 
totals may be much more, 

Between April 16 and 27 it is 
known the Germans were 
forced to withdraw 20 divisions 
(approximately 300,000 men) 
from the front, replacing them 
with fresh reserves. Since that 
date more than a dozen addi- 
tional divisions have been sim- 
ilarly replaced. Many German 
divisions have been practically 
wiped oyt,

“Money is required for the purchase 
of drugs, medicines and hospital 
equipment. ; 

“Suppiles aré urgently needed, 
The price of raw matenal bas 
doubld, therefore, more murisy is 
required to ptirchase the materials 
out of which supplies are made. 

Maddy woiten. in Englund and 
Frunce who are able to give ttm to 
waking supplies are now engagedin 
otber work, How are Canadian 
Women to make good this shortage 
of workers? Last yéar} dating the 
summef mouths; our output cf Red 
Cross sipplies in Albertu decreased 
10 percent. This is because we are 
an agricultural community, and dar 
jug the summer months our country 
wouicn are ouliged to give their time 
to farming, and cannot do the syme 
amount of sewing for the Red Cross. 

What will happen if our supplies 
decrease this year?

The soldiers land settlement act, 
which will provide for a free grant of 
Dominion land to veterans of the im-
